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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the pre-stabilization step described on Liu et al. is 
part of the process of forming the doped insulating layer (col. 5, lines 60-67, col. 14, lines 40-67). Lin et al. shows providing different 
dopant supply rate for different time periods of the same length (col. 15, lines 1-22). In response to applicant's arguments that Chen et al. 
is teaching away form the combination with Lin et al., Chen et al. is cited as evidence to show that increasing the temperature during the 
formation of the insulating layer is well known in the art (Fig. 2,6, Abstract, col. 5, lines 1-30, col. 6, lines 5-20). Furthermore, during 
examination, the claims must be interpreted as broadly as their terms reasonably allow. This means that the words of the claim must be 
given their plain meaning unless applicant has provided a clear definition in the specification. In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321 , 13 USPQ2d 
1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989); MSM Investments Co. v. Carolwood Corp., 259 F.3d 1335, 1339-40, 59 USPQ2d 1856, 1859-60 (Fed. Cir.
